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DETAILED ACTION 


Election/Restrictions 


1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group II in Paper No. 5 is acknowledged. The 
traversal is on the ground(s) that the two inventions are searchable in the same class. This is not 
found persuasive because the searches are not coextensive. If the applicants choose to put the 
structural elements from Group II that are missing in Group I or vice versa, the examiner will 
reconsider his restriction requirement. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 


2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 6-11 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Fallandy (US 5,794,325) in view of Thomas et al (US 6,076,330). 

Fallandy discloses a gun-shaped housing (Fig. 1); a trigger (16); Fig. 3 shows a 
compression spring, an electric motor, a cam with lobes and helical shapes (Figs. 5-9); a gear 
box (70); a first means (57); Figs. 5-14 shows different movements of the compressing spring 
from its rest to its compressed position; second means is trigger operated switch ckt; third means 
is 80 which is a bushing; Figs. 8-9 shows rotation of the cam in relation to the spring movements. 

Fallandy fails to disclose a planetary gear-down mechanism. 

Thomas discloses providing a planetary gear-down mechanism (61 and 100). 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify Fallandy by providing a planetary gear-down mechanism, as taught by 
Thomas, for the purpose of slowing down the rotation to decrease the rpm of the output shaft and 
increase torque. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 12-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims.
